Combinations Agree to Disband. 


As a result of today’s session of the 
eommittee, three trade combinations 
promised to disband, and the committee 
decided to recommend that the Board of 
Education reject bids for eight new 
_ schools and readvertise. The estimates, 
originally about $12,000,000, were read- 
vertised when the committeé exposed the 
rigging of bids on New York City school 
buildings. The second ‘estimates fell 
$1,900,000 below the first,.and Mr. Un- 
termyer t0ld-the committee he was con- 
vinced from’ the evidence at hand that 
the bidding had n6t been honest and 
that a still greater saving would result 
if all bids were rejected and other bids 
asked for.

myer, reférring to readyertising of the 
schoo] bids, ‘that wefcan accomplish 
sufficient through this investigation and 
the action that will be taken following 
it to get honest bids for the City of 
Buffalo and get*these school buildings 
within a reasonable price.

Important Conferences With 
Briand Will Seek Unity on 
Foreign Policy. 
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PEACE WITH TURKS ONE AIM 





Silesia and the Reparations 
Problem Also to Be Taken Up 
—lItaly to Be Represented.

PARIS, June 17.—Lord -Curzon, the 
British Foreign Minister, arrives in 
Paris this evening to confer with Pre- 
mier Briand on the tmportant questions 
of foreign. affairs now on the carpet. 
Strong hope ‘is entertained that the 
thorny problems of the Near East and 
Silesia will have a satisfactory solution. 

The Matin says: 

“For the last ten days the British 


0. éhgage with the French in conversa- 
tions on various questions- interesting 
both countries. The ide& of a general 
survey of foreign~problems found from 
the outset many supporters in the Brit- 
ish Cabinet, which has now adopted it 
entirely. The suddenly decided visit of: 
the British Foreign Minister shows that 
our English friends are desirous, in view 
of the acuteness of certain problems, of 
conciliating our viewpoint with theirs in 
order to establish, accord and collabora- 
tion ‘equally advantageous to the two 
countries. 

“When the echo. of British ideas 
reached Paris a few days ago M. Briand 
made known unofficially his willingness 
to partake in the conversations sug- 
gested. 

‘First on the list for discussion comes 
the general policy toward Germany with 
special reference to reparations, which 
seem to be evolving as a result of the 
Loucheur-Rathenau meeting toward 
practical realizations. 

‘* Second, will be the pacification and 
ultimate disposal of Upper Silesia. 

“Hardly less important is the ques- 
tion of the Near East where Winston 
Churchill in his recent speech in the 
House of Commons advocated Franco- 
British collaboration. 

‘“Tt is stated that a representative of 
Italy will be invited to partake in the 
conversations on the latter subject.’’ 

As far as the Near East is concerned, 
Curzon’s presence will permit the en- 
largement and completion of the discus- 
sion of the last two or three days be- 
tween one of his- principal lieutenants, 
Van Sittart, and the Quai D’Orsay. 
Little of the proceedings has come out, 
but it is hinted that ‘the purpose of the 
conversations is to arrange a peace be- 
tween the Allies and the Turkish Na- 
tionalists that is acceptable to the latter 
without involving concessions harmful to 
the prestigé and dignity of the former. 
Fer this purpose it is suggested that the 
Italians, who are on the friendliest 
terms with the “Nationalists (all foreign 
representatives of the latter are now 
holding- an important zonference in 
Rome, where also the late Turkish For- 
eign Minister, Bekir Sami, has just ar- 
rived from Angora), should be asked to 
mediate between the Kemalites and 
France and England. 

Smyrna, Ffance and England are re- 
ported to have already decided to stand 
wholly aloof from. the coming fight of 
‘the Turks and the Greek army before 
Smyrna. It is this city that is the 
chief difficulty toward-a peaceful solu- 
tion. 

The Nationalists declare its possession 
4s a sine qua non of any. terms.. The 
English can not throw the Greeks over 

to the extent of allowing it to be ceded. 
Should the Greeks be defeated in the 
battle, perhaps already engaged, it is 
hoped to be possible to find a compro- 
mise by making Smyrna independent on 
the lines of Dantzig with equal repre- 
gentations of Greeks and Turks under 
allied control and Guarantee. 

From the French viewpoint, peace with 
the Nationalists is urgent, as otherwise 
it ‘would be necessary to méintain an 
‘atmy on the Syrian frontier at, great 
outlay of men and treasure. For the 
British even more issues are at stake 
owing to the Turkish influence through- 
out Persia right to Afghanistan and the 
gates of India.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 16.— 
Testimony in the Stillman ‘divorce action 
was given today. at the hearing before 
Referee Daniel J. Gleason by former 
servants at Malbanne, the Stillman 
country home ‘at Pleasantville. 

Upon cross-examination Mary Kelly, 
former parlor maid in\Ars, Stillman’s 
employ, contradicted testimony she had 
given on direct examination and de- 
clared that. the letter alleged to have 
been written to Mrs. Stillman by Fred 
K. Beauvais, the halfbreed Indian co- 
respondent, and which was placed in 
evidence upon identification by Bernard 
Kelly, was not the cne she had handed 
to Kelly. 

Miss. Kelly, however, testified positive- 
ly concerning the inscriptions on the in- 
soles of the pair of moccasins, the gift 
of Beauvais to Guy Stillman, to which 
reference was made in one of the al- 
leged Beauvais letters. Miss Kelly tes- 
tified that she knew Beauvais’s hand- 
writing and was sure the inscriptions 


| were in his writing. The inscription in‘ 


one moccasin, according to Miss Kelly, 
was: 

‘“*T hope Guy will always be pass to 
his mother.’’ 

She said the-inscription on the other 
y pee read as: follows: 

I hope Guy will some’ day know his 
father.’’ 

This: testimony concerning the inscrip- 
tions. was corroborated by’ Margaret 
McDonough, former nurse of Alexander. 
Stillman, second son of Mr. and Mrs. : 
Stillman, who also testified that she saw 
Mrs. Stillman coming from the bathroom 
at Malbanne one morréng while Beau- 
vais was staying there, and saw 
through a ‘partly open door that her 
bed had not been slept in. 

Testimony of Maid. 

Mrs. Irene Kelly, wife of Bernard 
Kelly, former superintendent at Mal- 
banne, who was once Mrs. Stillman’s 
personal maid, testified that she had 
seen Beauvais carry Mrs. Stillman her 
breakfast while they wore at the Still- 
man country home and had also seen 
him stand by Mrs. Stillman’s bedside 
and play. the Victrola and read to her 
while she was in bed. . The force of 
this testimony was weakened when she 
admitted on cross-examination that she 
had seen “ Bud ¥ Stillman, Mrs. Still- 
man’s oldest son; and H. Phelps Claw- 
son of Buffalo, a friend of Mrs. Still- 
man and her children, in Mrs. Stillman’s 
bedroom on some of these occasions. It 
was explained later that Mrs, Stiiman 
frequently rose late and received ’riends 
in her room. 

When the hearing reconvened this 
morning, Cornelius J. Sullivan, attor- 
ney for James A. Stillman, the com- 
plainant, withdrew his agreement to pro- 
duce Mr. Stillman for cross-examination 
on June 28. Mr. Sullivan was said to 
have declared that the publication of 


|)this agreement in the newspapers had 


injured Mr. Stillman greatly and that 
the- latter would be subjected to tht 
gaze of a curious crowd and would have 
to face a battery of newspaper photog- 
raphers if the date of his appearance 
was known in advance. 

Jéhn F. Brennan, chief counsel for 
Mrs. Stillman, said that he must insist 
upon Mr. Stillman’s appearance for 
cross-examination. The matter was 
finally settled by Mr. Stillman’s attor- 
neys agreeing to produce their client 
before the case for the plaintiff was 
ended, with ome week’s notice to the at- 
torneys for the defense. 


Counsel Complains of a ‘‘ Leak.” 


Colonel William Rand, of counsel for 
Mr. Stillman, complained of what he 
called the garbled account of the pre- 
ceeding day’s hearing in the newspapers. 
Colonel Rand was said to have declared 
that there was a leak somewhere, that 
Mrs. Percy A. Rockefeller, witness for 
her brother, Mr. Stillman, did not weep 
as reported, and that something sanciall 
to be done about it. 

One of Mrs. _ Stillman’s utiocwive 
countered with the question as to who 
gave gut the alleged Beauvais letters 
for publication, and the incident ended.

IN STREET BATTLE} 


Two Men Are Trailed and Shot 
in the Head, One Dying 
| Instantly. 








DRUG FEUD, POLICE BELIEVE 





Flying Bullets Hit Two Women 
and Two Othér Men—Fugi- 


tive With Pistol Caught. 
; 4 





Bullets spattered in every direction in 
Sehiff Parkway (Delancey Street) last 
night in what the police believed was 
the climax of an Italian drug feud. One 
man fell dead, another was’ wounded 
mortally and four ee ene were 
injured. 

One man was caught ete in the 
block between the Bowery and Chrystie 
Street; a hot-barrelled pistol still in his 
hand. The police held him as a Sul- 
livan law violator and expected to make 
a graver charge after they had com- 
pleted the examination of thirty wit- 
nesses who were herded into the Clinton 
Street station after the affray. 

Dr. Carleton Simon, special deputy in 
charge of the narcotic squad, joined 
other police authorities at the station 
and was positive he recognized some of 
the participants as members of drug 
running bands against which he had 


"been warring.

‘populated street, still at play or out- 


door rest at 11:35, was done by, two 
young Wen who took their victims un- 
eB: ‘Th ‘wanton disregard of the 


‘ives of bystanders and wildness of aim,

The man. who paid with his life for 
some grudge, the precise nature of which 
the police were in doubt, was Vincenza 
Alfalo, about 30 years old, of 8 Prince 
Street. ‘A bullet drilled through his 
skull.. Dying. in Gouverneur Hospital is 
Nick Ventura, 165 Christie Street, also 
shot through the head. In his pocket 
was a pistol permit ‘ssued in Haver- 
straw, where many Italians are employ- 
ed in the brickyards, but no weapon was 
found in his pocket. 

The others injured’ were Mrs. Anna 
Waxman and her daughter, Nina, 22 
years old, each; shot in the leg; Edwin 
NiefothH, €01 West 132d Street, flesh 
wound in the thigh, and Isaac Feldman, 
1,078 Forest Avenue, Bronx, shot in the 


toe. 
Mrs. Waxman, Nina and a second 
daughter, Bertha, were sitting in a 


doorway at 16 Schiff Parkway, where 
they came into the direct line of fire. 
Bertha scrambled out of the way, but 
the other two could not move in time 
to escape. Niefoth was struck nearly a, 
block from the scene at the corner of 
Schiff Parkway and the Bowery just as 
he was entering a haberdashery. He 
completed the purchase of a soft collar 
before he discovered that his first im- 
pression that he had been struck by a 
stope was erroneous and that the chan- 
nel of a spent bullet in his thigh was 
oozing blood. Feldman stood just out- 
side the store. The bullet that, struck 
his toe may have been the same one 
that injured Niefoth. 

Alfalo and Ventura were strolling 
slowly eastward, inconspicuous, appar- 
ently unconcerned, when two other men 
fell into step behind them. As the lead- 
ing pair neared Chrystie Street the 
trailers suddenly quickened their pace 
until they were within certain range. 
Then their pistols cracked together. 
Alfalo and Ventura whirled, but both 
lay sprawled on the sidewalk before 
they could make a motion to defend 
themselves.° ‘ 

Heedless of hysterical women, scream- 
ing children and excited men. who 
milled arcund at the sound of the first 
shot, the two assassins emptied their 
weapons, aiming only vaguely in the 
direction of their fallen victims. 

Policemen hurried into the block in 
time to seize Salvatore Viscone of 310 
East 106th Stregt as he reached the 
Bowery. ‘Viscone in a voluble mixture 
of English and his native tongue ex-~ 
postulated that a running man had 
handed him the pistol and told him to 
throw it into the gutter. 

Fearing that the indignant mob that 
quickly choked the block might do their 
prisoner violence, the police hurried him 
to the station house before ambulances 
came: clanging into the aroused and 
alarmed neighborhood to cart away the 
wounded.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—After a hot 
fight in which party lines were broken 
and the issue of progressives versus 
standpatters was raised, the Senate bill 
to regulate the packing industry was 
beaten this afternoon by a vote of 37 to 
34. Twenty-one Democrats and thirteen 
Republicans voted for the bill. drawn 
‘by the Senate Committee on Agriculture, 
and 33 Republicans and 4 Derhocrats 
opposed it, being in favor of the meas- 
ure passed by the House. 

It appeared certatn when. the Vice 
President announced tthe defeat of the 
Senate bill that the passage of the 
House draft would follow immediately. 
Senator Sterling of South Dakota upset 
the program, however, by offering a 
complete substitute: for the House bill. 
Rather than spend:an hour ofytwo listen- 
ing to the reading of the Sterling substi- 
tute -the Senate adjourned until tomor-

DUBLIN, June 16.—Severe engage- 
ments between Crown forces and Sinn 
Feiners occurred 'in Dublin last. night 
and early this morning, the firing being 
the heaviest heard in the city since the 
rebellion of five years ago. 

General military headquarters decline 
to issue-a report. There are various 
rumors as to the cause of the outbursts 
which took place about 11 o’cleck, mid- 
night and 3 o’clock. Officially, the only 
reason assigned is that a number of 
civilians fired on the sentries. outside 
the ruins of the burneJ Custom House, 
but a most intense figut occurred in the 
centre of the city about midnight. 

It is reported that a party of Crown 
forces were sniped as they were cross- 
‘ing the O’Connell Bridge by men on the 
roofs of buildings and from other con- 
cealed positions.

DEEP FEELING ON SINN FEIN 


Admiral Understood the British 
Naval Men and Adapted His 
Methods to Them.

By Wireless to THs Nsw York Times, 
PARIS,’ June 16.—Cable dispatches 

quoting editorials from the: New York 

papers and otherwise showing American 
opinion of Admiral Sims's’ recall are 
read’ with keen interest here. Among 
military men and other Americans the 

Admiral has many friends and* some 

eriemies, and his personal characteristics 

are an interesting topic of conversation. 

The work of your correspondent dur- 
ing the war brought him in close ‘asso- 
ciation with the Admiral and officers 

‘under his command,.and many incidents 

are recalled which explain his viewpoint. 

Outside his duties as a navai officer, to 


which he devoted htmself with the great- 
est’ seriousness, it was always recog- 
nized that Sims was “ loaded ’, and that 
ean erplomion might occur at any mo- 
ment. ; 

It is characteristic of men in the naval 
service of both America and Britain 
that they are much less reserved than 
officers in the army. They are frank 
and ingéenuous and when,-they think 
things they are apt to ‘‘ bark them out.’’ 
Any one unfamiliar with salt water 
enaracteristics might misunderstand this 
frankness and be led to mistake the 
eandor with which the officers talk 
about éverything, inciuding each other, 
as indicating indiscipline or disunity in 
the service. 

The American Navy showed 100 per 
cent. efficiency in the war and yet 
there were constant personal differences, 
with no attempt being made to conceal 
them ,among the commanding Officers. 
Controversy constantly raged around 

ims and one had to be careful whether 

e was in the presence of pro-Sims or 
anti-Sims officer “in gommenting on the 
Admiral’s work. 


Candid in Conversation. 


All of this grew out of Sims’s utter 
inability to restrain his own candor in 
private conversation. I recall one se- 
vere critic who, when pressed to Cite 
scmething concrete, replied: ‘‘ Well, I'll 
give you something concrete. Do you 
know that man, when he travels, takes 
a typewriting machine around with him 
and bangs on it himself? Is that the 
sort of man who ought to be an Admiral 
in the United States Navy?”’ 

Admiral Sims never minded pérsonal 
differences and is incapable of resent- 
ment or vindictiveness. Nothing could 
induce him to give up his pleasure in 
throwing percussives up against the wall 
and hearing them pop. 

When he went home after his gplendid 
war record there awaited him —in 
America respect and admiration that 
are given to few men. But laurel wreaths 
do not interest him. He was bursting 
with the desire to tell of the conditions 
under which the Navy Department nad 
compelled him to carry on in London. 
When the psychological effect .turned 
out unfavorably and reacted on his pres- 
ay he lost none of his blitheness. 

n this particular matter his love of 
speaking his mind did not furnish, a 
full explanation of his. course, for in 
matters that concern the naval service 
he is dead in earnest. When the matter 
at stake is the good of the American 
Navy he does not count his own con- 
venience or interest. He has a deep 
hatred of humbug and hypocrisy, and 
ever since his experiences at Queens- 
town, where certain elements of the 
Irish were constantly interfering with 
the American Navy, he has unlimbered 
his guns whenever the Sinn Fein was 
mentioned. 

On this subject his feelings are deep, 
and while he will never wear a martyr’s 
crown he will go to the official block, if 
necessary, whistling merrily. 

The qualities above described are as- 
sociated in Sims's character with the 
greatest seriousness, earnestness and 
business-like character in the perform- 
ance of his official duties, He is in- 
capable of anything like ievity there. 

It is an interesting contradiction that 

with all his tendency to blurt what he 
thinks in his personal intercourse no 
American in the service in Europe was 
more skillful and successful as a diplo- 
mat in his official contact with foreign 
navies. 
‘Anybody who thinks that Sims was 
lacking in appreciation of America’s 
navy does not undérstand the man. He

BIG CUT IN FRENCH BUDGET. 


Drastic Economies and Reforms 
Planned by the Government. 


PARIS, June 16.—Consolidation of 
Joans, no more new issues of bank notes, 
no more extraordinary credits and. the 
inauguration of economies of the most 
drastic nature comprise the. financial 
policy of the French Government. 

The guiding principles of this policy 
were outlined before the Chamber of 
Deputies Finance’ Ceanarttee, by M. 
Doumer, Minister of Finance, yesterday, 
the Minister remarking that the budget 
for 1922 had ‘been cut from 26,000,000,-

ASK RUSH DEATH INQUIRY. 


Relatives Say \American Killed by 
Crown Forces Was Mutilated. 


BELFAST, June‘ 16.—A dispatch was 
received today by a Belfast newspaper 


from relatives of Thomas Rush, who 
was shot to death last Sufiday evening 
at Lisacul, near Castlereagh, by Crown 
forces, declaring that Rush was shot 
and terribly mutilated by the Crown 
forces. The dispatch says. the newspaper 
reports as to the manner of the death 
of Rush were untrue. 

‘An American inquiry is demanded by 
relaaives,’’ the telegram added. ‘‘ Please 
hélp. There is abundant evidence, but 
we are helpless here.”’ 

The telegram was signed ‘‘ Rush of 
Magheraboy.’’ 


A dispatch from Dublin Tuesday. an- 
nounced the shooting of Rush. It said 
he was reported to be a pensioner of 
tho American Army, that he returned to 
Ireland fourteen months ago and that 
he probably was an American citizen. 

The dispatch in describing the shoot- 
ing’ gave the official version. It said 
crown forces had surprised about fifty 
civilians, who were believed to be drill- 
ing. The civilians scattered, but were 
pursued by troops, who repeatedly sum- 
moned them to halt. The civilians re- 
fused. to stop, however, and the ‘Crown 
forces, after Chasing them for two miles, 
oho fire. Rush .was among those 
hilled. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—The iden- 
tity of Thomas Rush, an American citi- 
zen, reported to have been killed by 
Crown forces in Ireland on June 12, ‘is 
believed to have been fully established 
here today. Mrs. Mary Kelly of this 
city believes Rush to have been her 
brother. : , 

He was 26 years old and had been in 
this country since he was a boy. 
fought with the 313th Infantry in the 
World War and was wounded. in the 
arm. Mrs. Kelly said her brother safled 
last December to visit his parents near 
Lisacul, Ireland.

act needed amendment, urged the Gov- 
ernment to indicate plainly what amend- 
ments it was prepared to grant. 

‘He congratulated the Lord Lieutenant 
on his courage in advocating amend- 
ment..and :denounced the Government 
policy of reprisals as a detestable and 
degrading policy.. He shuddered. .to 
think. what. chaos. would ensue in. the 
coming Winter unless the Government 
took the course advocated, : 

Lord Buxton, supporting the Earl of 
Donoughmore and citing the success of 
home rule in the Union of South Africa, 
said it was clear that the Irish Home 
Rule act was neither a panacea nor a 
remedy. On the contrary, so. far as 
the south of Ireland was concerned, it 
was a completé failure, and, in his view, 
the only. thing was for the Premier to 
put on record specifically and solemnly 
in detail how far he was willing to go 
and what reservation he would make. 
The Premier, he declared, should put 
all his cards on the table. 

‘*'We have to make the Irish helieve 
we are in earnest,’’ said: Lord Buxton. 
“If the Government will give the 
country a lead in this matter, I believe 
the country will go to any length to 
bring about peace, and that the greater 
length we go the more likely we are to 
be successful.”’ 

Viscount Bryce and others supported 
Lord Donoughmore, and the debate was 
adjourned until Tuesday next, when the 
Government will reply.

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Federal Reserve Board Holds 
Large Share in European 
Financing Is Unavoidable. 


Reparatfone Decision Called Triumph 
of Economic Over Political 
Considerations.

WASHINGTON, June 16,—-Declaring, 


that the United States must retain a 
considerable méasure or rorergy trade if 
the nation is to ‘‘ keep our present agri- 
cultural lands, or our manufacturing in- 
vestment, employed,” the Federal ‘Re- 
serve Board, in its.bulletin for June, 
made public today, says that the Ameri- 


a substantial share of the financing 
growing out of the German adjustment. 

A review of the German reparatiors 
agreement is presented and the opinion 
is expressed that much is to be hoped 
for because of the agreement reached 
in the. stimulation of American trade 
and industry. : 

‘The final agreement upon terms in 
the reparations controversy,’ says the 
bulletin, ‘‘ must without doubt be re- 
garded as the triumph of economic over 
political considerations. ‘It thus marks 
the return of 
in European affairs and opens a more 
promising outlook accordingly for futuré 
economic readjustment there.”’ 

The bulletin then: goes on to discuss 
the relations of American prosperity to 
the reparations agreement, . asserting 
that it has a special bearing upon :the 
position. of the United States. 

‘* This ‘ts found in the fact,’’ the bulle- 
tin continues, ‘‘ that the adjustment un- 
questionably elirninates the most serious 
element of uncertainty that has affected 
Listen ge re trade Rese re the ‘war. So 
ong as there was hesitation r rdin 
the final adjustment, trade batwese: Gere 
many and all other nations, including 
the United States, was necessarily more 
or less interrupted. 

** Not only was this true,, but the con- 
siderable investment of American capi- 

in. German enterprises which had 
begun about a year ago could_not safely 
bé continued and was necessarily sus- 
pended. Sale of German obligations tn 
this country, whether with or without 
allied indorsement, was equally unlikely 
to be successful—indeed, ever since the 
appearance of serious friction regarding 
the settlement there has been a practi- 
cal cessation of European offerings of 
most kinds. 

“This situation fortunately has -al- 
ready become much less acute and con- 
ditions are approaching a rather more 
normal position. That our market will 
be called upon to carry a substantial 
share of the necessary financing grow- 
ing out of the German adjustmént will 
naturally be unavoidable.’* 

In connection with the reparations sét- 
tlement the board discusses the attitude 
of some banking and industrial groups 
which would have the Government. guar- 
antee the political integyity of European 
nations as'& stimulus to trade. : 

‘‘Tt must be frankly admitted,’’ the 

Resérvé Board says, *' that the problems 
of our foreign trade are not exclisive- 
ly financial, but that they involved oth- 
ers of a broader nature. Were it true 
that ‘the Buropean economic situation 
had been reduced to a’ basis of ordinary 
credit: analysis, very much more prog- 
ress could: undoubtedly have béen made 
within the last two years in securing 
a restoration of industrial activity, 
while European obligations, both baba 
vate and .public, would ‘have found a 
broader market here than has been the 
case, 
“It. has been the kecting of not : 
few American business and financial in- 
terests that while they might fairly ‘be 
expected to carry all ordinary risk grow- 
ing out of investments that they might 
be asked to make in European industry 
or out of the purely financial problems 
and difficulties of European govern- 
ments, (in those cases where offerings 
of securities consisted of public bonds), 
it was too much to ask that private 
citizens or banking’ establishments 
should incur hazards due to rolitical un- 
certainty or instability. 

‘‘It is in this connection, no doubt, 
more than in any other that the German 
reparations discussion has been of im- 
portance. long as the reparations 
controversy rested upon 4a political 
rather than an economic basis and in- 
volved, the sr use of military au- 
thority as well as the control-of impom 
and export trade by foreign nations, the 
factors tnvolved in any form of Ger- 
man financing presented uhusual diffi- 
culty and uncertainty.

“The political risks involved-in fi- 
nancing industrial transactions in some 
of the foreign countries have undoubted- 
ly tended very greatly to hinder export 
financing in this country and have given 
rise in various quartérs to the sugges- 
tion that if the Government were willing 
to guarantee financiers or exporters 
against hazards growing out of political 
change, it would be much less difficult 
to secure cunds necessary to furnish 
the required basis for business when 
only comme.cial-and industrial hazard 
had to be considered. 

‘“‘The settlement of the German répar- 
ations discussion, to which reference 
will presently be made; should constitute 
a long atep in the direction of eliminat- 
ing this kina of obstacle from the path 
timate export trade, and must 


be regarded as of first-raté 
Limportance to business in the United 
States. , 

‘““The same problems which confront 
American exporters in connection . with 
political trade risks have likewise been 
recognized by British trade authorities, 
as may be seen from the plan put into 
effect at the end of last year whereby 
in the case of exports to certain coin- 
tries such as Finland, Latvia, Esthonia, 
&c., the Government advances up to 
100 per cent. of the value of the goods 
and. guarantees 80 per cent. : 

‘* Barly in March last the President 
of the Board of Trade proposed a some- 
what different scheme, namely, to auat 
antee up-to 85 per cent. of the gelling 
price of the goods and to require from 
the importer securities to the value of 
only 50 per cent. instead of the previous 
100 per cent. This hew proposal 
apparently not been put into effect and 
the transactions under the older scheme 
are of a very minor character.”’

WASHINGTON, June 16.—President 
Harding’s action in ordering the annul- 
ment of the contracts between the War 
Department and the United States Har- 
ness. Company, under which surplus 
leather and harness supplies in te 
army were to be disposed of. on a profit- 
sharing basis, was vigorously chal- 
lenged today when Frank J. Hogan, at- 
torney for :the concern, filed a brief at 
the White House denying the authority 
of the Président to declare the contract 
void. 

The harness involved in the contracts 
has been variously held as being worth 
$27,000,000 to $150,000,000. 


Attorney Hogan, after his ‘visit to the 


White House, made the following state- 
ment: 

‘<I have just filed with the President 
of thé United States-a paper denying 
his authority to declare the contract 
between the Government and the har- 
ness company. void-and inviting his at- 
esis to the fact that the harness

° | Der ent that no such action would 
be attempted without a hearing to them, 
which hearing has never been granted. 


‘The, harness company takes the po- 
sition, first, that there is no constitu- 
tional executive power to declare a Gov- 
ernment contract void; second, that this 
power rests only in the courts, which 
can act only after hearing; third, that 
its contract was not only entirely law- 
ful and mutually dbligatory on the Gov- 
ernment and the company, but that. un- 
der it the Government and the public 
have been immensely benefited. 

‘*Months ago the Inspector General's 
Department made an exhaustive investi- 
gation of the harness company’s cone 
tract; nearly four months of an ex- 
perienced Inspector General’s time was 
consumed in_ that investigation; every 
document relating to the matter was 
examined, witnesses were interrogated 
under -oath, the Inspector General vis- 
ited the company’s factory and scruti- 
nized its operation. As a result, the 
Inspector General made an official re- 
port containing the following summary:

SWISS FACE HEAVY DEFICIT. 


Finance Minister Proposes New Tax 
on Dividend Warrants.

BERNE, June 16.—The Swiss Finance 
Minister, M. Musy, has just annotinced 
in Parliament that the financial situ- 
ation of the confederation is still so seri- 


ous that at the end of 1921: the deficit 
will be greater than at the end of 1920, 
when the excess of nee over re- 
ceipts. amounted to 99,500,000 gold 
francs. Consequently, he sees no other 
course than to levy a new tax on divi- 
dend warrants from which he hopes to 
raise an additional 15,000,000 to 17,000,- 
000 gold francs annually. 

According -to the Berne “Tagewacht, 
Switzenland’s tota] indebtedness now 
amount® to 5,500,000,000 gold francs, in- 
cluding debts of the Government itself, 
of State railways, cantons and munic- 
ipalities. Interest on all. these debts 
amounts to ’ gold francs a 
year. Switzerland, with under 4,000,000 
population, which paid in 1914 200,000, - 
000 francs taxes, is paying in 1921 
700,000,000, without counting the special 
war profits tax. Switzerland’s entire 
property is valued at 20.000,000, 
francs and hitherto, advocates of in- 
creased taxation asrert, the Swiss have 
ae on property worth only 14,000,000, -.

Atkinson of the National Grange, had

He charged that not only the packers 
put various other great interests were 
seeking to monopolize the essentials of 
American life, among them naming the 
alleged lumber trust, the dyestuff in- 
austry and the coal companies. 

“J will suggest to our Republican 
leaders,” continued Senator Kenyon, 
“that great majorities may be danger- 
cus, and if they believe that the last 
election was a mandate to take away 
all regulation of big business, 2s the 
Senator ‘from Maine, Mr. Fernald, 
argued yesterday was the case, they 
misinterpreted the election returns."’ 

Senator Keriyon said that the. necessity

Mr. Kenyon defended the Federal 
Trade Commission, which he asserted 
had proved its worth to the nation time 
and time again since it was organized.

‘Just a few days ago,”’ he said, ‘‘ the 
Trade. Commission filed a report on the 
lumber industry that will arouse the ire 
of the gentlemen engaged in cornering 
the prices of lumber to the American 
people.’’ 

He referred to the report on the 
Douglas fir industry. 

‘“* And these gentlemen,”’ he continued, 
‘who have had the lumber combination, 
who have marked up the quotations of 
fir lumber from 800 to 500 per cent., will, 
with their lobbies, be infesting, the City 
of Washington demanding a high protec- 
tive tariff on lumber. Business that 
makes from 300 to 500 per cent. profit 
ought to be disturbed and some people 
in this country are not going to be 
frightened at the cry of ‘Keep your 
hands off business,’ and ‘Keep away 
from regulation of business.

“TRE. AMERICAN MUSEUM OF 
NATURAL HISTORY. — 
“It is..often hard to resist the im- 


‘| pression“that the American Museum 
{of Natural History is our greatest 


university, in some respects the great- 
est university in the world. What 
region of the earth is not full of its 
In Polynesia; in Asia, among 
the Cliff Dwellers of the ' Southwest 
‘its. explorers and collectors are at 
work. The results of its*past expedi- 
tions are always in course of publica- 
tion. It is a light and centre of-re- 
search in many sciences. «It spreads 
before the eye amazing exhibits of 
existing and vanished races and. spe- 
cies. It gives an ever-growing con- 
spettus of the animate and the inani- 
mate world. The fifty-second annual 
report ‘shows that this university had 
more students in 1920 than in any 
previous year. To its exhibition halls 
went 937,000 persons. By its lectures 
and ‘its circulating collection it reached 
hundreds of thousands more: The 
whole number of its pupils was nearly 
2,400,000. 

Its services to public education are 
continually increasing, in’ some cases 
by enormous percentages. Its circu- 
lating nature study collections were 
| studied by nearly 1,200,000 pupils. By 
its school exhibits on dietary. hy- 
giene and through the work’ of the 
Museum of Living Bacteria it ‘is, serv- 
ing fruitfully the public health and it 
plans an Exhibit of the ‘Natural His- 
tory of Man that will show compre- 
hensibly the perils and the means ‘of 
protecting human life and teach ‘the 
art of keeping health. But it is use- 
less to try. to summarize so multi- 
farious an achievement. : 

Physically the Museum <looks gi- 
gantic, but it is only about one-half 
big enough. Collections are. crowded 
and can’t be arranged chronologically. 
The eight existing sections have ‘cost 
somewhat oyer $5,000,000. To build 
the nine new sections planned wili, cost 
at: least $10,000,000. Costs of main- 
tenance have inevitably risen. The 
present General Endowment Fund, 
employable at the discretion of the 
Trustees, amounts to $2,880,000, to 
which $1,000,000 will be added this 
year ‘by the last payment of the Sage 
bequest. To this fund ‘‘ must- be 
‘added not less than $2,000,000 to 
‘*meet the current operating cost of 
‘‘the institution without deficiency.” 
The Trustees are always putting their 
hands in their pockets for this public 
benefit. The money ought to be 
raised, and raised easily. 








NO LAW OF THE AIR. 


Representative Cart W. Rippicx of 
Montana; a wheat and cattle farmer, is 
quoted: ‘* My son makes more money 
than. I do right now.” The young 
man is the possessor of a jitney air- 
plane, acquired-through an agreement 
that called for nothing down and $250 
a week until the machine was paid 
for. ‘‘He has never had an_acci- 
dent, not even a bruised finger,”’ 
says his proud father. Young Rippick 
served in France as an aviator, and 
on returning to this country entered 
the Air Mail Service. So he had had 
a good deal of experience before tak- 
ing up his new line of business, driv- 
ing patrons up aloft for so much a 
head. His practice was to fly over a 
town to attract business. If enough 
interest was shown, he came. down 
for passengers. The tariff was $5 for 
a ride, not far nor too high. If the hus 
man ants below were going about their 
affairs unconcerned, he tried another 
town.. It is related of him that in one 
place he could not pay for repairs, 
and escaped attachment of his ship 
for debt by flying.into another State. 
Business was good there, and he liqui- 
dated.. On Wednesday he was in 
Washington, where the condition of 
his ‘‘bus’’ worried Major M. F. 
SCANLON, commanding chief at Boll- 
ing Field. The Major said: 

The plane is. badly in need. of a 
thorough overhauling. The frame- 
work of the wings should be entirely 
re-covered and treated. The motor

ADMONISHING THE ADMIRAL. 

in what way and with what degree 
of sharpness Admiral Sims, on his 
arrival, is to be admonished that he 
disregarded the regulations and usage 
of the navy in his remarks in London 
about the Sinn’ Feiners, is a matter 
for the determination of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. . The situation is a 
bit awkward. If a mistake is made, it 
may become more awkward. There is. 
a well-known. tradition that politi- 
cians and officeholders must walk on, 
tiptoe in all. matters relating to 
hyphenated votes, ahy hyphenated 
vote, -particularly the Irish-American 
voté.

While there is a small 
group of Sinn Feiners who hftve been 
much disturbed by‘ the Admiral’s 
words, and another group more or less 
in sympathy with those who violently 
condemn the London utterance, there 
must be, judging from the signs that 
usually disclose the state ef: public 
‘opinion, something more thah one 
hundred million Americans who, while 
many of them ‘must disapprove the 
indiscretion of Admiral Sims in 
choosing such a subject for discourse 
on a foreign soil, nevertheless openly, 
heartily and emphatically approve his 
sentiments. This does not mean that 
they approve his language, which was 
inappropriate. It does mean, as any- 
body can see from the letters appear- 
ing in. the newspapers and from other 
revelations of public opinion, that the 
patience of Americans with the inso- 
lent performances of the Sinn Feiners 
in this country, with their deliberate 
attempts to involye us in a war with 
Great Britain, is exhausted. 

So the question presents itself: Shall 
the Admiral be talked to in “the 
politician’s way, with eye on the 
Sinn Fein vote, or shall votes and 


‘voters be disregarded altogether and 


only such an admonition adminis- 
tered as the ‘navy regulations may 
seem reasonably to demand? Such 
questions ‘often confront Governments 
and Administrations. They are easily 
disposed of under the guidance of 
courage and right thinking. 








THE “BLOC” AND THE TARIFF. 

Protective tariffs used to be framed 
by log-rolling. Each locality and in- 
terest gave up something to get somé- 


the portent—it can seem nothing less 
to the affrighted protectionists—of a 
“bloc '? that demands everything for 
itself and will give up nothing to 
cthers. Some twenty-two members of 
the Senate and about a hundred Rep- 
resentatives are understood to have 
formed,this ‘‘ bloc.’’ It is primarily in 
the interest of farmers. One of its 
leaders is Senator Capper of Kansas, 
and his paper, The Topeka Capital, ex- 
plains that the combination ‘‘ disre- 
gards party lines ’’ and stands solidly 
for ‘‘a broader recognition of the 
‘* agricultural interests of the United 
‘* States.’’ Senator CapPpEer’s organ 
states rather irreverently that ‘‘ the 
** Senate’s old guardians, if not 
‘‘ alarmed, are somewhat shocked by 
‘‘ the independent actions of the new 
agricultural bloc.” 

To its urging was undoubtedly due 
the passage of the Emergency Tariff 
bill, purely for the greater glory of 
farmers. it was, to be sure, largely'a 
Yuncombe measure. One of. its advo- 
cates was pressed hard in the Senate 
the other day to name a single benéfit 
to’a singlo farmer -that had resulted 
from the temporary high duties on 
farm products. There was no answer. 
Never mind that; .the Senators .whose 
hearts are true to the farmers have 
demonstratec that- they can get what 
they want if they vote together. Fur- 
thermore, it now “appears that the 
agricultural bloc is also a blockade. 


It ‘can prevent others from getting 


what it does,not want. This is one 
explanation of the delays and confu- 
sion: which mark the drafting of ‘the 
new permanent tariff. It likewise ex- 
plains the bursts of rage on the part 
of the lumbermen,. who see their own 


precious duties Amperiled.

guinary. plan. The -military establish- 
ment in Mesopotamia, he said; had re- 
quired the use of 47,000 horses, but as 
reorganized it would need only 17,000. 
The.surplus could not be sold-there, and 
to give them away to the natives weuld 
only doom the ‘animals to ill-treatment 
in a land where there was little use-for 
them other than military, while bring- 
ing them back to England, or to any 
part of Europe where there was a de- 
mand for their services—most of them 
are heavy draft horses—would involve 

n expense for freight and attendance 
far above what they would fetch on auc- 
tion or private sale. 

Eager as the British are, just now, to 
save money, and especially to cut down 
governmental outgo, it still is doubt- 
ful if they will commend the saving of 
a few thousand pounds in a way so ab- 
horrent to all their. customs and in- 
stincts. Indeed, the killing of those 
30,000 horses would be regarded almost 
anywhere with something close to hor- 
rq. and it is next to unbelievable that 
the thing will ever be done. 

_Europe is poor, but it is not so poor 
as all that, and somehow, definite and 
seemingly conclusive as Mr. CHURCH- 
ILL’s ‘computations are, they are not 
convincing.

OF TURN IN IN PRICES 


Says the Public Should Realize 
That Some Wholesalé Rates 
, Are Advancing. 


HE URGES HELPFUL BUYING 


Guaranty Trust Vice President Ad- 
dresses Bankers on Business , 
Conditions. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 16.—In an ad- 
dress before the American Institute of 
‘Banking here tonight, Francis H. Sis- 
son, Vice President of the Guaranty 
Trust "Company of New York, discussed 
economic ‘conditions, saying that the 
foundation for a revival of-business was 
being soundly laid. 

“* Notwithstanding that there ‘is still 
considerable ‘frozen’ credit in this 
country,’’ Mr. Sisson said, ‘the prin- 
cipal. economic problem ts not the credit 
situation, although many,. especially in 
agricultural districts, appear to think so. 
The chief obstacle to a general revival 
of businéss is the difficulty of develop- 
ing an Adequate demand for goods. 

‘Superficial consideration of that 
problem would suggest that the solution 
would lie wholly .in-the readjustment cf 
prices. But lower prices in many lines 
have not aided materially in stimulat- 
ing buying. As a matter of: fact, in 
some instances, paradoxical though it 
may seem, the lower the price the léss 
buying there has been. This curious 
entithesis has been due, of course, to 
the belief generally entertained that 
practically all commodity prices were 
certain to recede even more than: they 
have, which has tended, naturally, to 
prolong the so-called buyers’ strike. 

‘*It would be well, 
public to study recent price trends and 
their underlying factors, for many sig- 
nificant developments are occurring. 
For instance, the wholesale prices of 
severat basfc commodities, namely, 
wheat, corn, cotton, sugar, rubber, cop- 
per, lead, pig iron, petroleum and tim- 
ber, increased 24% per cent. last month. 
That advance marked the end of a 
steady decline in the prices of these 
commodities from their peak, on June 1, 
1920, which represented a fall of more 
than 54 per cent. 

“It is interesting to note that the 
highest price of rubber in the period 
following the armistice was only 1 per 
cent. above that of July 1, 1911, and on 
June.1 of this year the price of rubber 
was 70 per cent.’ below the pre-war 
price. On that date, too, copper was 2 
and 


cotton was 3 per cent. cheaper, 


hides 35 per cent. cheaper. 
Sees Turn in Price Movement. 


‘‘ While there is great unevenness in 
price levels and some commodities must 
undergo further liquidation, it is equally 
true that other prices have depreciated 
too much and are now beginning to 
ascend to their rightful level. It is es- 
sential for the public to realize that the 
turn has arrived in the prices | of some 
commodities. 

‘* Many buyers seem to be pursuing a 
hand-to-mouth purchasing policy in the 
hope that prices generally will recede to 
the pre-war level. re eee A they fail 
to understand that it is of little conse- 
quence at what level prices are stabilized 
—so long as they are stabilized, which is 
the important object. And stabilization 
will come when there is proper adjust- 
ment of various commodity prices one to 
another and-between costs of :production 
and distribution of commodities and 
their prices to consumers, 

‘That which would help this country 
tional movement to buy, not ‘ until. it 
hurts,’ but until it helps.’’

Expansion of Foreign Sales Urged. 


‘‘ Both imports and exports decreased 
in the aggregate more than $1,000,000,000 
for the eleven months ended with May 
of this year, as compared. with the cor- 
responding period of last year. Exports 
have steadily declined in value from 
December, 1920, when they amounted to 
$720,286,774, or more than twice the 
value of exports in May, 1921, which 
were worth only $3380,000,000, as con- 
trasted also with §745,863,402 in May of 
last year. 

‘‘ These facts once more emphasize the 
need for vigorous efforts to expand the 
foreign sales of our products. They do 
not, however, indicate a necessity for 
curtailment of im orts, for auch action 
would merely tend still further to cur- 
tail our markets abroad. And it is the 
sheerest folly to attefnpt to correct de- 
preciated currencies by preventing the 
importation of goods from countries 
whose exchange is at a heavy deprecta- 
tion in relation to our own. In fact, 
that is one of the ‘surest ways of not 
only continuing aust depreciation, but 
also of iporensing it.

Five hundred men and women attacked 
Anatole Zelenchy, 33:years old, a Rus- 
sian, of 441 Stone Avenue, Brooklyn, 
yesterday afternoon, when three police- 
men had him under arrest at Sixteenth 


Street and First Avenue on a charge 
of attempting to kidnap ‘Virgen, the 
2-yeur-old son of. Mrs. Agona Bogradoff, 
a widuy, of 401 East Sixteenth Street. 
The tenement in which Mrs. Bogradoff 
lives with her three children is three 
blocks from the home of the parents of 
Giuseppe Verotta, the 5-year-old boy 
who was murdered by kidnappers several 
weeks ago. “When residents of the 
neighborhood saw Zelenchy hustling the 
screaming child into a ‘taxicab a few 
doors from his home they set on Zelen- 
chy, and several in the crowd set-up the 
cry of *‘ Lynch him! ”’ 4 
olicemen Faust, Strunk and Valinsky 
of the East Twenty-second Street Sta- 
tion, were attracted by the shouts, and 
caught Zelenchy as he was placing little 
Virgen and several bags of clothing in 


learn the cause of all the commotion 
when an excited woman urged _ the 
throng to take Zelenchy from. the police- 
men.

n. When the policemen attempted 
to protect him from further harm they 
were set on by the angry crowd. | See- 
ing that et f were liable to lose their 
prisoner, Policeman Faust: drew his pis- 
tol and announced he would kill the 
first man or woman who laid hands on 
Zelenchy, The other policemen, with 
drawn pistols, charged the crowd, and 
in a few minutes the street was cleared 
and the policemen hurried their prisoner 
and the child into the taxicab and took 
them to the police station. 

Soon after their arrival there Mrs. 
Bogradoff appeared. She asserted that 
the. attempt to kidnap the child’ was in 
retaliation for her refusal earlier in the 
day to draw her’savings of $300 from a 
bank and elope with Zelenchy. She sail 
she had known Zelenchy in Russia be- 
fore the death of her husband, two years

KANSAS SEES RELIEF 
IN NEW WHEAT CROP 
Farmers Urged to Market Early 


and Pay Debts—Harvest Esti- 
mated 120,000,000 Bushels. 





Special to The New York Times. 
TOPEKA, Kan., June 16.—The Kansas 


wheat crop this year »vill not break any 
records, so far as the total-yield is con- 
cerned. 

The crop this year is figured to be the 
fifth largest ‘in the history of the State. 
Harvest time is coming on at a period 
of higher wheat prices than the farm- 
ers expected to receive a few months 
ago. , The railroads, because of a 
slump of freight business, have an ade- 
quate supply of freight cars to handle 
the shipments. The roads have promised 
the Public Utilities Commission that 
they will have 24,000 box cars on the 
track waiting for the call from wheat 
shippers. 

In addition to these inducements for 
marketing the grain this year, the ele- 
‘vators are reported practically empty. 
On Monday there were only 320,470 
bushels of. wheat in the terminal ele- 
vators of Kansas City, as against 5,925,- 
199 bushels at the same time last year. 
The mill elevators of Kansas are in 
about the same relative condition. 

One difficulty with the market situa- 
tion last year was that there was an in- 
adequate supply of freight cars and the 
season started with a good deal of 
wheat in elevators. 

It is pointed out that last year the. 
farmers were advised to hold their 
wheat.

_.. Herds In Order to Meet Their 
Obligations. 


Bankers from the West will meet 
bankers from the Hast in the offices of 
J. P. Morgan & Co, today and complete 
arrangements for the loan of $50,000,- 
‘000, to be extended the cattle industry. 
It is expected that about tweny-five 
bankers will atend the’ conference, at 
which Mr. Morgan is to presidé. The 
final details will. be” whipped into shape 
and the funds made available imme- 
diately. 

Between fifteen and twenty New York 
institutions have agreed to join the-cat- 
tle pool to the extent of $25,000,000. This 
will be augmented by an equal amount 
from banks in the West, of which Ch!- 
cago, St. Louls and Kansas City will 
be the largest contributors. The money 
will be available here. in just the’ pro- 
portion that the banks of the West make 
their contributions. 

The plan is to make six months’ ad- 
vances on cattle, through loans ap- 
proved by a board of bankers in Chi- 
cago, who are familiar with this class 
of paper.. By limiting’ the loans to six 
months’ periods the paper will be tligi- 
ble for rediscount at the Federal Re- 
serve, Banks, thus lifting from the 
banks the burden of carrying it. The 
six months paper carrying the current 
rate of interest will be subject to re- 
view upon maturity and renewal if the 
loan is still sound. 

The immediate object of the, pool is 
to facilitate the annual movement of 
cattle feeders from the Southwest to 
Idaho, Montana, Wyoming and the 
Northwestern States, ‘where grass is 
plentiful. In the opinion of bankers 
who are familiar with the cattle situa- 
tion, an emergency pool is necessary 
to stop the slaughter. of meat animals 
now going on. ‘‘ The breeding season 
in the South has been a successful one,”’ 
said one@banker of the group, ‘ and 
oung cattle are plentiful. However, the 
teddies have no funds with which to 
move these cattle to fattening grass. 
Credits are necessary to check/ tho in- 
roads being made on our flocks and 
herds.’ 

Figures which will be presented to the 
bankers today will show that in 1901 
we had 45,500,000 head of cattla Up to 
1907 the ‘number increased, until’ it 
reached 51,800,000. The decline which 
began in 1907 continued until 1913; when 
tthe herds dnd flocks aggregated 35,- 
800,000 head. Through loan companies 
sponsored by tne packers, a workable 
system of credfts was established, and 
the industry- made strides toward the 
previous.standards. By the early part 
of 1920 such gains were made as to 
bring the figure to 45,000,000: head, or 
almost back to 1901. By the end of 
, the total will be 
reduced to 37,000, or 38,000,000 ani- 
unless credits are ‘immediately 
extended.

President Tivnan Pledges Himself 
_ to Keep Pernicious Teachings 
Out of University.

would ever be taught within the walls 
of Fordham University was uttered by 
its President, the Rev. Edward P. Tiv- 
nan, at the seventy-sixth annual com- 
mencement exercises on the campus yes- 
terday afternoon. Honorary degrees of 
Doctor of Laws were conferred upon 
United States Senator William Musgrave 
Calder, Richard T. Higgins, Chairman 
of the Connecticut Public Utilities Com- 
mission; Dr. Joseph Byrne, head of the 
recently disbanded Fordham Medical 
School, and Dr. Carl P. Sherwin, chief 
of the university’s chemical department. 
‘“‘If teaching along the lines of radi- 
calism continues in our educational in- 
stitutions, and we know that it is given. 
in,many of them,’’ said President Tiv- 
nan, “ the result can only be disaster. 
The attempt to substitute man-made 
laws for the laws of God will bring in- 
evitable ruin to our country. In the 
name of those who have gone before me, 
I here pledge myself to keeping all, such 
radical teachings from this university 
and to preserving unsullied the sacred 
history of the dead.’ 

In his address to the 360 members of 
the graduating class, Arthur L. Hurley, 
A. M., LL.B., former Assemblyman from 
the Third District. of Kings, said: ‘‘ You 
have learned here how to think, and see 
that you do it.” 

The class of 1921 received degrees, dis- 
tributed as follows: Doctor of Philoso- 
phy, 9; Master of Arts, 42; Bachelor of 
Arts, 34; Doctor of Science, 1; Master 
of Science, 1; Doctor of Medicine, 64; 
Graduate in Pharmacy, 37; Bachelor of 
Laws; 119; Bachelor of Science, 18, and 
in the Graduate Sghool, Bachelor of 
Arts, 14; Bachelor of Science, 1, and 
Social Service degréés, 20. The com- 
mencement closed with an,.address by 
Archbishop Hayes, in which he said: 
“"The message which we bear to the 
world today is two-fold. First, that a 
spirit of intelligent patience must be 
preserved toward every section of the 
population, no. matter what they ask or 
for what they appear to be striving. We 
must tell them that if what they desire 
is in keeping with the Constitution of 
this great nation they shall have it, but 
if not they shall not get it, no matter 
what they do. With the spirit of pa- 
tience must go one of solemn reverence 
to God, the leader of our nation, Presi- 
dent Harding, and to the members of 
our Congress. With' our loyal support, 
God ‘will show them the way of honor 
and progress for the country; and with 
our prayers, those who make the laws 
and guide the Republic's destiny. wilt be 
imbued with courage, strength, wisdom 
and power.’
